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Holstein Personalities—The Watchdog of the Treasury 
By E. M. HASTINGS 


BUSHY-BEARDED, substantial- 
featured, good-natured face, with 
twinkling, spectacled eyes rather be- 
low the level of your own (if you are 
of medium height); a forehead be- 
tokening ample capacity for sound 
thinking, a rasping voice that always 
pleases because it never fails to dis- 
pense good cheer, a sturdy, broad- 
shouldered, masculine figure, a hearty 
hand-clasp that confirms your faith 
in the brotherhood of man—these are 
some of the visible signs that taken 
together identify one of the best 
known and best liked men of the 
Holstein fraternity—Wing R. Smith. 
Mr. Smith has a wide reputation as 
a pioneer breeder, which is perfectly 
right and proper because he has been 
a Holstein breeder of commanding 
prominence during as long a time as 
almost any man in the business; and 
today he is one of the very few sur- 
vivors of the notable group that laid 
the foundation for the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America. Never- 
theless, he will tell you that he is more 
interested in men than in cattle. He 
likes the business of breeding and de- 
veloping Holsteins; he enjoys the 
clerical work in connection with Hol- 
stein records and pedigrees, and the 
animals themselves appeal to him; 
but his greatest pleasure as a Holstein 
man is in associating with other Hol- 
stein men for the good of the. cause. 
To him belongs the credit for organ- 
izing the New York State Holstein 
Breeders’ Club, one of the first clubs 
of its kind to be formed, and the fore- 
runner of numerous other similar or- 
ganizations that are now doing practi- 
cal work for the uplift of the dairy- 
men throughout the greater part of the 
Holstein area of ‘America. Of the 
New York State Club Mr. Smith has 
been the efficient and enthusiastic 
secretary from the start. His cour- 
age and optimism have held the organ- 
ization together when the interest of 
its members was flagging; he has 
devised ways and means of promoting 
its growth and encouraging attend- 
ance at its meetings, and from the be- 
ginning he has shouldered the heavy 
burdens of the club. His reward thus 
far has consisted of annual re-election 


to the office of secretary, and the sat- 
isfaction of seeing the club develop 
into a potent force for influencing 
state legislation in accord with the 
views of progressive dairymen, and 
for accomplishing other important re- 
sults that live Holstein men are work- 
ing for in state and nation.

welcome, and to introduce you to the 
men you want to meet. 

Mr. Smith comes rightly by the 
qualities that distinguish him as a 
Holstein altruist. His father, Wm. 
Brown Smith, Treasurer of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America 
from 1887 until the time of his death 
nine years later, was the subject of 
resolutions adopted in the annual 
meeting of the Association in March, 
1896, from which we quote the fol- 
lowing as indicating the kind of man 
he was: 

“Few men have so well lived 
and so blessed the world in their 


living as W. Brown Smith. His 
death at eighty-one years of age 





brings to a close a life of almost 
unequalled activity and a career 
of rare beneficence. His pro- 
digious and unflagging activity in 
business matters was equalled by 
his unceasing personal interest in 
civic, charitable, philanthropic 
and religious affairs, and in the 
community in which he so long 

lived and labored he won such an . 

honored name as is not often 

bequeathed by any man as a heri 
tage to his family. Endowed by 

Nature with the elements of suc- 

cess, he made full use of his op- 

portunities and in his living, 
lived not unto himself alone.” 

Yr. D. H. Burrell, who was one of 
several seconding the resolutions, re- 
ferred to Mr. Smith as “a man of tre- 
mendous energy, one accustomed to 
accomplish successfully all that he 
undertook to do. Small of stature but 
with an immense heart.” He added, 
“It has been said of Mr. Smith, among 
other things, that no matter how low- 
ly the applicant, if ever an immigrant 
to these shores, not having found an 
opportunity to work, called upon Mr. 
Smith and asked him for assistance, 
he never turned such a one away but 
gave him work to do at fair wages I 
most sincerely believe that he was 
one of nature’s noblemen in the best 
and truest sense.” Mr. S. Hoxie desig- 
nated Mr. Smith “a moral hero” and 
said, “He was as true as steel—al- 
ways as true as steel as a friend.” 

The space allotted this article could 
be entirely filled with similar tributes 
from others who, at that meeting, 
testified to their admiration for Mr. 
Smith. The son, Wing R., who had 
been a regular attendant at all of the 
meetings of the Association for many 
years, presented on that occasion the 
Treasurer’s report and as the logical 
successor to his father was elected to 
the office made vacant by the death 
of the latter—an office that he has 
continued to fill ever since, always to 
the perfect satisfaction of the great 
organization, the magnitude of whose 
present business is indicated by the 
surplus in its treasury, now approxi- 
mating upwards of $170,000. Thus, for 
more than nineteen years, Mr. Smith 
has efficiently performed the duties of 
one of the most important offices with- 
in the gift of the Association—a long-

er period of continuous service than 
can be credited to any other man with 


~ the single exception of Secretary 


Houghton. 

The early volumes of the Holstein 
Herd Book fail to present the minutes 
of the annual meetings of the Asso- 
ciation of Thoroughbred Holstein 
Cattle Breeders, as the pioneer organ- 
ization was known, but we discover 
that among the twenty-three members 
who attended the annual meeting in 
March 1880, Wing R. Smith was pres- 
ent. He was, therefore, one of the 
little company of organized breeders 
who then voted that the Dutch-Frie- 
sian and Holstein Associations be 
merged, thus providing for the union 
of the two organizations that were 
combined to form our present Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America. 
The following year Wing Smith was 
one of the sixteen members who at- 
tended the annual meeting of the 
Association, a number that was in- 
creased the next year to thirty-eight, 
and the next to one hundred and five. 
The rapid growth of the organization 
was a fine tribute to the foresight of 
the earnest few who participated in 
these early meetings, among which, 
in addition to Wing Smith and his 
father, we notice p,'ominent mention 
of E. A. Powell and Gerrit S. Miller. 

At the time of the first meeting 
above mentioned, back in 1880, Wing 
Smith was a young man of thirty 
years. During the thirty-five years that 
have passed since that time, he has 
been a regular attendant at Associa- 
tion annual meetings and official 
board meetings, and has maintained 
so lively an interest in Holstein mat- 
ters that today he is a young man at 


sixty-five years, in proof of which cer- 
tain evidence will be submitted a 
little further along. 

The details of Mr. Smith’s biography 
would be interesting if we could dig 
them out, but Mr. Smith, himself, at- 
taches so little importance to these 
details that he dismisses the subject 
of his early history with a mere out- 
line, from which we discover that he 
was born March 9, 1850 on the farm 
providing the site of his present home, 
and has always been a resident of 
Syracuse. As a boy he had excellent 
school advantages, and entering Cor- 
nell at eighteen, he spent two years 
there; then sold nursery stock in 
Michigan for a part of a year; came 
home and worked a year for the firm 
of Smith, Clark & Powell, of which 
his father was the senior partner. 


For this work he received twenty-six 
dollars a month, at the start. Said Mr. 
Smith, “My father was a very just 
man, and very fair. He was willing to’ 
give me all the opportunity that my 
ability and ambition would warrant, 
but it was distinctly understood that 
my wages must be based on what I 
could earn. Later, when I became a 
member of the firm, I bought my in- 
terest in the business at a fair valu- 
ation and worked and paid for it.” 
Wing R. was interested in the office 
work, and was also attracted by the 
horticultural side of the business. Ac- 
cordingly, after his apprenticeship of 
a year for the firm, he welcomed an 
opportunity that was offered him to 
take a position in the horticultural 
division of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at’ Washington. 
This position he held during the win- 
ter, specializing in a line of work that 
he found very congenial. We next 
learn of him as a student and traveler 
in Europe, where he spent nineteen 
months studying languages and jour- 
neying through France, Germany, 
Norway, Sweden and the British Isles. 
After his return from abroad, he 
worked at home for a year or two, 
and later was admitted to partnership 
as already indicated. 

Readers of the World will recall that 
in the article on Edward A. Powell, 
published in the issue of April 24, the 
early history of the Smiths & Powell 
herd was briefly outlined, and it will 
be remembered that the year follow- 
ing the firm’s purchase of several 
Holsteins from Gerrit Miller of Peter- 
boro, Wing Smith visited Holland and 
brought over an importation in which 
was included the later famous Nether- 
land Queen. Mr. Smith at that time 
was twenty-four years old. This im- 
portation, he tells me, consisted of 
sixteen head in all and also included

Carlotta. The success of the first 
venture soon resulted in a second 
purchase from Holland, the cattle for 
which were selected by, Mr. Smith, as 
before. Later his brother, Wm. Jud- 
son, made the trip, and then the two 
alternated. In all, Wing R. made six 
trips to Europe: Some years, five or 
six hundred animals were brought ov- 
er by the firm, and the herd, at times. 
consisted of six or seven hundred ani- 
mals. The brother, Wm. Judson, be- 
came a prominent figure in the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, and for 
many years was associated with Wing 
R. and E. A. Powell under the firm 
name of Smiths & Powell. Following 
Wm. Judson’s death, which occurred 
a number of years ago, the two re- 
maining members divided their cattle 
and have since continued in charge of 
separate establishments. 

A distinguishing trait of Mr. Smith’s 
is his liberality. Hand him a sub- 
scription paper for a worthy cause, 
and down goes his name for fifty or 
one hundred dollars; or more probably 
he wil! be the first to recognize the 
need, and start the subscription cam- 
paign himself. Wing Smith has been 
back of every effort put forth by the 


New York breeders for the entertain-- 


ment of visiting members at the an- 
nual meetings of the association in 
Syracuse; and on such occasions, 
when breeders of the West and East 
are mingling in friendly intercourse 
and everybody is happy, you will find 
Mr. Smith in his glory.

half dozen years ago, and recommence 
his life-work of building up a great 
Holstein establishment. Thus, when 
well past the half century mark, he 
laid anew the foundation for his pres- 
ent herd, heavily in debt, but with 
credit unimpaired and backed by the 
experience and reputation won by a 
life-time of honorable and successful 
effort. If during his reverses he had 
periods of depression and discourage- 
ment, his friends never knew it. Out- 
wardly he has constantly remained 
the same affable, optimistic, substan- 
tial inspirer of confidence in the sta- 
bility of things fundamental, among 
which are character and Holstein 
cattle. 

Mr. Smith’s former herd sold for 
upwards of $25,000.00 His present 
herd, though only four years old, he 
tells me, is even better than the other, 
and numbers seventy or more ani- 
mals.

down. Mr. Smith, as might be ex- 
pected, insists that his cattle be well 
fed and he is particular in the matter 
of individual quality. Therefore, his 
present herd affords one of the in- 
teresting educational exhibits in a 
center long famous for its beautiful 
Holsteins. To begin at the bottom, af- 
ter losing through other people’s mis- 
management the results of a life-time 
of hard work, and to become so well 
re-established in the space of four 
or five years, means heroic, resolute 
action, and is good evidence that the 
one who can do this much with calm- 
hess and good cheer and steadiness of 
purpose is still youthful in spirit. 

Mr. Smith, in his relation to the 
Holstein-Friesian Association, is prop- 
erly the “Watch-dog of the Treasury.” 
Year after year he has handled the 
funds of the Association in a manner 
that has won him the confidence of 
every student of finance in this great 
organization. Liberal to a fault in his 
personal investments and ready to 
take a chance in furthering what he 
believed to be a worthy undertaking, 
he has been more than careful in his 
guardianship of Association moneys 
and if he has been criticised at all it 
has been on the score of extreme con- 
servatism. In this connection it is 
worth while to quote from the report 
submitted by Mr. Smith in the annual 
meeting last month, a few paragraphs 
that are characteristic of the man 
and that present opinions backed by 
the wisdom and experience that 
should make them valuable:

I 
am happy to say, however, that 
everything indicates that we have 
not nearly reached the height of 
our progress and that, with the 
suppression of the disease, we are 
to have a season of wonderful 
prosperity. 

“A bad season or a poor crop is 
not always as disastrous as we ex- 
pect, for it tends to discipline us, 
it helps to strengthen our char- 
acters and to make us more pru- 
dent and careful. We should so 
arrange our affairs that we will 
be ready when storms hinder and 
oppress us. 

“It seems to me that we have 
been diligent and conservative in 
our efforts, for in our reserve fund 
we have laid aside a substantial 
amount, which will be most use- 
ful and important to us in the fu- 
ture, besides giving us a financial 
credit and standing at present, 
which we would not otherwise 
have had among business men 
of the entire world. 

“I refer with pride to the fact 
that long years ago, in response 
to my insistence, we established a 
reserve fund, and that we have 
been able to build up a substan- 
tial one constituting a bulwark 
for protection in case a general 
depression or other financial mis- 
fortune may come to the country. 
We must not expect always to be 
on the crest wave of popularity; 
therefore let us battle on as we 
have been doing, making our 
herds better, our records greater, 
and our finances stronger, and we 
then need not fear for the future. 

“A word of caution as to expen- 
ditures; it is neither businesslike 
nor good judgment to spend the 
last dollar of our earnings, even 
if we feel that the investment may 
be a good one. It is better to keep 
a little in reserve for each year, 
so that as we grow in numbers 
we may grow in wealth and pow- 
er, for wealth is power today.”

NORTHVALE HERD

While at Avondale Farm last May 
to attend the sale, my attention 
was called particularly to the 3-yr- 
old heifer, Lady Waldorf Pietje, 
She-had recently completed her ju- 
nior 3-yr-old record of 32.12 lb. butter, 
600.2 lb. milk in 7 days, 127.05 lb. but- 
ter, 2454 lb. milk in 30 days, which 
gave her second place in Canada for 
both divisions, being exceeded only by 
her sister, Belle Model Pietje. These 
records, added to her junior 2-year 
records of 25.36 lb. butter, 520.3 Ib. 
milk; 104.95 lb. butter, 1950.9 lb. milk 
in 30 days have never been duplicated 
by a heifer of her age. Until recently 
her 2-yr-old records stood as the high- 
est in Canada, another of her sisters 
recently raising the bar about 2 Ib. 
A very good picture of this heifer 
appeared on the cover page of the May 
8 issue of the World. This, however, 
really fails to do the heifer justice, as 
she is larger and has more capacity 
than would appear from the picture. 
Under the care of Mr. Hamilton Lynn 
her future prospects appear very 
bright. Apparently she comes rightly 
by her quality, for her sire, Prince 
Hengerveld Pietje, is proving to be 
one of the most prepotent sires of the 
breed, while her dam, Lady Waldorf’s 
De Kol, with her record of 28.27 Ib. 
butter, 655.4 lb. milk at 11 years, was 
pointed out to me as one of the great- 
est producers in the Avondale Herd. 

Accordingly when Mr. A. G. Doran 
told me he had a son of Lady Waldorf 
Pietje by Mr. Hardy’s wonderful son 
of King of the Pontiaecs—King Pon- 
tiac Artis Canada, I was very pleased 
to accept his invitation to stop off at 
his place and take a look at him. The 
Northvale farm is located about six 
miles from Morristown, although on 
account of rural delivery, the mail 
comes to Ogdensburg. We, of course,

stayed at Avondale Farm until the 
sale was over, catching the last ferry 
across the St. Lawrence to Morris- 
town, and then drove out to the farm. 
We then lost little time in making an 
inspection of the cattle. Mr. Doran 
is starting carefully, and is paying 
particular attention to quality. In the 
herd are daughters of Mercedes Ju- 
lip’s Pietertje’s Prince, and other not- 
ed sires. For the past two years he 
has been using Mr. M. J. Rodger’s 
bull, Sir Johanna Lady Korndyke, a 
son of the first 38-lb. cow, and has a 
choice bunch of heifers growing up. 
The whole herd is now being bred to 
the new bull, Lord Waldorf Pietje, who 
deserves to rank with the best sires 
of the North country. The combination 
can hardly fail to make good. 

Mr. Doran is a sincere Holstein en- 
thusiast, always ready to champion 
the cause of our favorite breed, and to 
devote his energy to its advancement. 
For some years he has been the effi- 
cient secretary of the St. Lawrence 
County Holstein-Friesian Breeders 
club. 

In the Doran home the. interest is 
not all on one side, for Mrs. Doran is 
just as much interested, and seemed 
to be just as well posted on Holstein 
matters as her husband. Team work 
is what counts. A family of six young- 
sters, the oldest a son, Neil, who has 
aspirations along veterinary lines, and 
five little daughters, even the young- 
est of whom, fifteen months of age, 
takes great delight in the Holstein- 
Friesian World.

The South—An Undeveloped 
Field for Holstein Activity. 


I am a two-year Cornell man and my 
home has been in Syracuse. I worked 
for two years with pure bred black 
and whites: hence my interest. 

For two years, I have had about 200 
acres of early truck for northern 
markets, raised almost entirely with 
commercial fertilizer. Now I have 
nearly 800 acres of fine pasture grazed 
only by a few scrub cattle with which 
this country abounds. No one shows 
any interest in better stock. Milk in 
Charleston, dirty at that, retails at 
12c per quart. The reason is plain. I 
have been all through the lowlands 
here, talked with every stockman or 
dairyman of consequence, and the best 
cow I found gave 12 quarts of milk 
per day. They would be glad to start

something but all are so interested in 
truck that live stock is neglected. 

This country is ideal for cows. Two 
crops of corn for silage can be raised. 
Three crops of hay, pea vines, sorg- 
hum and many other forages can be 
had. The manure would be invaluable 
for the truck lands and all waste land 
could be turned into money. No one 
have I found with a silo of size. 

Perhaps I can start the fever, as 
you speak of it, to such an extent that 
I can bring dairying to a natural 
dairy country. My plantation is one of 
hundreds on the famous Sea Islands 
that have grown truck with cotton as 
a second crop. Commercial fertilizer 
has been used so extensively, not on- 
ly here but all through the cotton 
belt of the Carolinas, that unless fore- 
sight is also used in the shape of 
cattle and manure, the lands will bring 
the cotton farmer up short. The gov- 
ernment has been working for diver- 
sity here and elsewhere in the South, 
but unless someone proves its value, 
no one will diverge from the cotton 
rut. This year prices have put farmers 
to thinking. 

Texas fever is one difficulty in the 
path of the dairyman, but with care 
and watchfulness can be eliminated. 

This letter is lengthy but thought 
that you would be interested in what 
I hope may bring Holstein prosperity 
to this particular locality.

The Oleo Question. 


The following news item has ap- 
peared in most of the papers: “Over 
200,000,000 pounds of oleomargerine 
have been fraudulently sold since 1902. 
$27,000,000 loss in taxes to the United 
States government.” 

If 200,000,000 pounds have been 
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sold fraudulently, I should like to know 
how many pounds have been sold le- 
gally? And, I should also like to know 
what the loss has been to the Ameri- 
can dairyman? 

Herein, gentlemen, lies the trouble 
with the dairy situation. Every pound 
of oleomargerine takes the place of a 
pound of real butter. And all the milk 
that should legitimately be made into 
butter, and is not, because the fraudu- 
lent oleomargerine has taken its place 
causes a glut of the market, and there- 
fore the low price of milk. 

We have long known that there was 
something the matter with the dairy 
business. For the past twenty-five 
years, we have been holding meetings, 
forming dairymen’s unions, passing 
resolutions, and doing other fool 
things; while the oleo people have 
kept right along making slaughter-

house refuse butter and selling it 
sometimes for what it is, and more 
often for the genuine article. _ 

Now, isn’t it about time that we did 
something besides pass resolutions? 
What kind of an idea would it be to 
stop the sale of oleomargerine right 
in your own home town? 

Nearly every-grocer in every hamlet 
in the dairy regions are dealing in oleo- 
margerine. These men are making a 
living off the profits of their sales to 
the dairymen. And, at the same time, 
they are robbing the dairyman of a 
chance to make an honest living. 

These grocers cannot live without 
the support of the dairymen. There is 
no doubt whatever about that. 

Then what is the matter with our 
asserting our rights, and stopping 
these men from selling oleo? 

Brother dairyman, the next time 





that you walk into the grocery store 
where you are in the habit of trading, 
just speak this little piece to the pro. 
prietor: “I believe in trading at home, 
and helping my neighbors in their 
business; but I will not help a man 
who is trying to ruin my business, 
You are dealing in oleomargerine, and 
I am trying to make a living from 
my dairy. These things are antago- 
nistic to each other. If you want my 
custom, cut out the oleo. For I simply 
will not trade with a man who handles 
the stuff.” 

Now,’ just a word to the man or 
woman who lives in these villages in 
the dairy regions. Perhaps you may 
think that such action as indicated 
above would be injurious to you. You 
say that you have a right to buy oleo- 
margerine if you want to, and that 
we have no business to interfere with 
that right. 

But, have you such a right? Are 
not you also living off the dairymen? 
If the dairy business were wiped out 
in your town, wouldn’t it make a dif- 
ference with your ability to make a 
living? You may be a milliner: Don’t 
you get most of your money by selling 
hats to the dairy men’s wives and 
daughters? Or you may be a carpen- 
ter or a blacksmith. How much work 
would you have to do if it were not 
for the dairyman? 

No: there is no moral or legal rea- 
son why oleomargerine should be 
sold in the rural districts. And it 
seems to me that we dairymen are 
just a lot of easy marks so long as 
we put up with it.

Community Effort in Massachusetts. 


After having been a reader of the 
World for about six months and hav- 
ing read many articles of much inter- 
est concerning the Holstein cow and 
how she is always coming to the 
front as a high producer, and a 
means of upbuilding the dairy indus- 
try, it seems only fitting to send you 
an article which should be of inter- 
est to your readers. 

This is not a story of New York 
State breeders nor of the Middle 
West, but of Massachusetts. In the 
very center of the state,;-is located the 
town of Hardwick of large area and 
well adapted to stock raising and 
dairying. In years back this town had 
been one of the largest milk shipping 
towns in the state, the milk being 
shipped to Boston. Like many of our 
New England towns, from one cause 
and another, the interest in agricul- 
ture and dairying began to lag and 
the amount of milk produced became 
less and less. Many of the farmers 
of the town who still clung to the old 
regime became alarmed and began to 
set about to find a means whereby 
Hardwick would once more be placed 
in the front rank in Massachusetts 
agriculture. Authorities at the Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College were 
consulted and finally a Community 
Planning scheme was launched. Out 
of this at last came the Hardwick 
Farmers’ Co-operative Exchange, and 
finally the “Holstein-Friesian Club.” 

This club was started last January, 
having for its object the stimulating 
of an interest in Pure Bred Holsteins, 
with the ultimate motive in view, of 
establishing this breed throughout the 
town and of adding purebreds as rap- 
idly as possible, until the town should 
finally become a pure bred Holstein 
town. This club held meetings once

in two weeks throughout the winter, 


every farmer being invited to attend. 
The meetings were always informal, 
sometimes taking the form of open 
discussions on matters of interest 
along stock raising lines and again 
having a speaker from the college or 
elsewhere to enlighten us on breed- 
ing problems. As a result of these 
meetings much’ enthusiasm was 
aroused, many more pure breds were 
added to the herds, many purchased 
pure bred sires to head their herds 
and much interest is being taken in 
the keeping of herd records, whereby 
the grades may be weeded out and the 
herd built up along efficient lines. 
Among the large owners of pure- 
breds at the present time are: W. A. 
Robinson, O. A. Tuttle, L. H. Ruggles 
and M. R. Paige. One of these men 
who had two pure-breds in his herd, 
placed them on an official seven-day 
test during the last week in March.

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We would like to call particular at- 
tention to the letter from Carl E. 
Chadwick, published in this issue un- 
der the head of Correspondence. Mr. 
Chadwick is a New York State man 
by birth, and a graduate of Cornell 
University. His view of conditions in 
the South, after two years of exper- 
ience and observation, should there- 
fore be a broad one and worthy of 
careful consideration. We commend 
this letter especially to the attention 
of any of our readers who may feel 
that the time is near at hand when 
the demand for Holstein cattle will 
be satisfied, and the market will go 
to pieces. It is demand that makes 
the market, and when it is considered 
that the East is still unsatisfied, that 
the West is just waking up, and that 
the South is yet practically untouched, 
the folly of the “glutted market” theo- 
rists becomes plainly apparent. At 
least two more generations will breed 
Holsteins before such a situation can 
come within the range of. possibilities. 





It ‘was fortunate 
for the pure-bred 
cattle industry 
that the recent 
scourge of foot and mouth trouble 
was not allowed to become a serious 
menace west of the Mississippi River. 
While we in the East have been tied 


Appropriations for 
Western Shows 
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up under rigid quarantine regulations, 
our Holstein brethren of the Pacific 
Coast have been able to maintain a 
reasonable degree of activity in the 
cattle market, with perfect safety; 
and thus notwithstanding the discour- 
agements of the past season the repu- 
tation of the breed has continued its 
healthy growth in the far West. 

Just how much this means to the 
Holstein breeder in the East, is not 
generally appreciated. A general hold- 
up in the Holstein industry in one 
section of the country, makes it ex- 
tremely important that the breed be 
exploited with renewed vigor in the 
areas that are clear of trouble. How- 
ever, the recent action of the Com- 
mittee on Prizes at Fairs, in withhold- 
ing appropriations from all live-stock 
shows (with the exception of the Pa- 
nama Pacific Exposition) so long as 
such shows cannot be held in the East 
denotes a contrary view. 

On the occasion of our visit at the 
Pacific International Live-Stock Show 
last December, the officials of the 
show expressed the hope that the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association would in- 
crease the appropriation to be voted 
for the next Holstein exhibit inas- 
much as the money appropriated for 
the show of last year was not claimed. 
This was due to the fact that the ex- 
hibit of last December was abandoned 
owing: to a threatened epidemic of 
foot and mouth disease. Upon our re- 
turn home we took the matter up with 
the Committee on Prizes and were 
informed that it was the policy of 
the Committee to withhold premiums 
from all live-stock exhibitions during 
the continuance of the foot and mouth 
trouble. 

Our opinion on this important ques- 
tion was indicated in a letter we 
wrote to the members of the Commit- 
tee, from which may be quoted: 


“On account of the foot-and- 
mouth trouble in the Hast, it is 
probable that Eastern exhibits of 
Holsteins will be largely cut down 
in the shows of the. coming sea- 
son, which will ‘make it unneces- 
sary for the Association to pro- 
vide as large amounts for premi- 
ums at Fairs as heretofore. The 
Holstein men of Washington and 
Oregen are enthusiastic and ag- 
gressive in their efforts to pro- 
mote Holstein interests. We know - 
by personal observation that 
these people are getting. results, 
and we think it is highly import- 
ant that they be given all the 
help which the Association can 
legitimately offer in the splendid 
work they are doing for the breed. 
During the coming years, more 
than ever before, we must depend 
on the West to furnish buyers for 
our- Eastern. cattle.” 


In reply we received assurances 
from some of the members of the 
Committee that they were of the same 


mind, and would favor early action 
providing an appropriation for the 
Portland exhibit of Holsteins. Never. 
theless, such action was not taken in 
the latest meeting of the Committee, 
and it looks now as though the breed- 
ers of the Coast, with the exception of 


those showing at San ‘Francisco, 
would be denied the backing of the 
Association at a time when such help 
is most needed. The appropriation 
cannot be denied on the ground that 
large. expenditures for other shows 
have exhausted the fund placed at the 
disposal of the Committee; and the 
difficulty of shipping cattle from 
quarantined districts in the East for 
participation in that show, ought not 
to be urged as an argument against 
such an appropriation, because the 
breeders of the Coast are well able 


to put up a creditable show even if 


Eastern cattle have to be kept away. 
Heretofore, the money paid by the As- 
sociation for prizes at fairs has found 


its way largely into the pockets of 


Eastern breeders—properly enough 
because these are the men who have 
earned it, but now if conditions pro- 
hibit our competing in a Western 
Show, it hardly seems fair to establish 
this as a reason why the Western 
breeder should be debarred from the 
benefits which the Association is sup- 


posed to afford with justice and im-. 


partiality to those who are furthering 
its progress. 

The present position of the Black 
and White breed has been won as the 


result of merit made prominent by an - 
earnest and persistent educational . 


campaign. Now, when we are seeking 
to recover from one of the most ser- 
ious experiences in our history, and 
when it is most important that con- 
tinued educational effort be put forth 
with increased earnestness, can we 
afford to lock the school-house door 
and announce a vacation? 





The New York | 
and Ohio State . 


Cattle Exhibits at 
Eastern State FairsFair manage- 

ments have an- 
nounced that exhibitions of live stock 
will be held this year as usual. At the 
time of the June meeting in Syracuse, 
Commissioner Wilson stated that this 


problem was then being given the 


most careful consideration, and the 
final decision would depend on future 
developments in the foot-and-mouth 
disease situation. He further stated 
that no undue risks would be run by 
be permitted unless the Department 
was thoroughly convinced that the di- 
sease was absolutely cleaned up, and 
that no undue risks woulb be run by 
exhibitors. The recent announcement 
that an exhibition of live stock, sheep 
and swine would be held, may there- 


ne 


fore be taken as.a reliable indication 
of the present status of the foot-and- 
mouth trouble in the East, and New 
York State in particular. If there are 
any new developments between now 
and fair time, it will of course be pos- 
sible to call off the show. 

Concerning the decision of the Ohio 
State Fair, the President, A. P. San- 
dies, writes as follows: 

“Our position has been to go 
ahead and promote all branches 
of our exposition. Live stock men 
seem less afraid to exhibit than 
they were two months ago. Here 
and there is an exhibitor who 
doubts the wisdom of showing 
this season. Few have suggested 
that exhibits be confined to Ohio 
owned animals. We can see no 
danger in allowing animals from 
free territory in and out of Ohio 
to show. If the government is 
willing to permit interstate ship- 
ments we would feel justified in 
admitting such animals to the 
Ohio state fair. Present indica- 
tions indicate that the foot and 
mouth disease is neither present 
nor threatening in Ohio. Live 
stock owners have been hard hit 
and they should be given every 
chance possible to show their ani- 
mals to recuperate their losses. 
If at any time previous to the fair 
new conditions arise, exhibits 
can be called off and the public 
welfare safeguarded. All parties 
concerned are agreed that every 
precaution and safeguard should 
be taken to insure against the re- 
turn of the scourge.” 

No one will question the benefit to 
the live stock industry of exhibitions 
at state fairs. They are a source of 
inspiration to the public at large, and 
of splendid publicity for the exhibi- 
tors. After the experiences of the 
past ten months, the desirability of 
these benefits cannot be overestimat- 
ed. In our opinion it is simply a ques- 
tion of whether or not shows can be 
held without a shadow of risk of 
spreading the infection. In view of 
the endorsement of the idea by the 
men who are in closest touch with the 
situation, there should be-little un- 
easiness on this score, as we believe 
the Department of Agriculture can be 
safely trusted to prevent a repetition 
of the National Dairy Show exper- 
ience. Prospective exhibitors will do 
well to consider all phases of the 
question before arriving at a final de- 
cision.

certain score. Nobody can deny that 
this is justifiable nor can they say that 
it is unfair to the producer. This fea- 
ture of buying milk is especially in 
evid nce where milk is delivered to 
cities, for consumption as milk, where 
Board of Health rules are in force. 
Increasing every year because of its 
fairness, is the buying of milk on the 
butter fat. basis. 

We who are interested in the Hol- 
stein breed may feel justly proud that 
the Medical Profession is coming 
more and more to recommend Holstein 
milk as food for the infants and in- 
valids. Many Holstein men with whom 
I have talked seem to lay this to the 
fact that Holstein milk is not as rich 
as milk of other breeds and some ev- 
en go so far as to claim that the less 
the per cent of fat, the better the milk 
for dietary purposes. This is certain- 
ly stretching the point, and it is a 
false argument. Holstein milk is not 
valuable as a food because of its low 
per cent of fat, but rather because of 
the fact that the fat of Holstein milk 
is in a different chemical and physical 
form than that of certain other breeds. 
As a simple illustration of this point, 
I would mention the fact that the fat 
globules of Holstein milk are smaller 
than those in the milk of other breeds, 
more nearly approaching the fat glob- 
ules in human milk. The fat of Hol- 
stein milk is more readily assimilated 
and digested than fats of other milks. 
It is claimed that, the proportion of 
albumen to casein in Holstein milk is 
slightly different than in the milk of 
other breeds; to its advantage. What 
I am getting at is this—the milk of 
Holstein cows is admittedly better 
than other milks, but this does not 
depend on its low fat content, for, as 
a matter of fact, of two Holstein 
milks, one low in fat and one fairly 


high in fat, the one with the higher 
fat content is the better especially 
from an actual money value stand- 
point. 

There is no question but that the 
butter fat of milk is the most valuable 
constituent of milk from a pecuniary 
standpoint. Butter sells at from 20 to 
40 cents per pound; the rest of the 
milk solids average about 12 cents per 
lb. in value. Therefore, from the stand- 
point of the dealer, the richer the milk 
is in fat, the more value it is to him. 
It is true that if milk were made up 
entirely of fat it would not be as near 
a perfect food as it is. Butter is not 
a perfect food. Man cannot live upon 
butter alone. Nevertheless, butter is 
an expensive article on account of its 
comparative scarcity and moreover we 
cannot live without eating fats in some 
form so butter fat is practically a 
necessity as well as a luxury. 

Now, let me ask you a question. If 
you were buying the constituents of 
beef stew which you intended to sell 
as such for 10 cents per pound, could 
you go out and get each of the ingre- 
dients for 9 cents per pound giving 
you a profit of 1 cent? No! You could 
not. You would have to pay the meat 
packer considerably over 9 cents and 
you could buy some of your other in- 
gredients such as potatoes and rice at 
a price considerably under 9 cents. 
The potato man would certainly not 
be justified in asking meat prices for 
his potatoes. 

To bring this illustration nearer to 
our problem, let us compare fats to 
meat, and casein, sugar, and albumen, 
to the potatoes and rice. Is the man 
who has milk testing 2.5 per cent but- 
terfat entitled to the same money for 
an equal quantity as the man who has 
milk testing 3 per cent or 4 per cent?

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high testing milk will agree with me. 

The question may arise: Why if 
low testing milk is sold in cities for 
consumption as whole milk at the 
same price as the high testing milk 
is sold, should not that milk be worth 
as much to the milk dealer as the high 
testing milk? It is not, for at least 
two reasons. First, the milk dealer 
generally has left on his hands a cer- 
tain amount of this milk which he has 
been unable to dispose of—a sur- 
plus. This milk becomes too old to 
send out and turns sour. In order to 
prevent a total loss on account of this 
milk, it is churned and the butter is 
sold. The butter milk from such milk 
will be of very low grade and will 
probably be thrown out as a total 
loss. Thus the only value this milk 
has to the dealer, is the value of the 
butterfat contained in it. 

Second, it is a fact that all States 
and most large cities have their own 


standards for milk. These standards. 


consist of minimum requirements of 
total solids and butterfat. I believe 
in selling a thing for what it is. If I 
have 2.5 per cent milk, I believe in 
selling it for 2.5 per cent milk, and I 
believe in legislation requiring such 
management of sales, but I do not be- 
lieve a State or city should under- 
take to say that all 2.5 per cent milk 
is adulterated; is not milk; and shall 
not be sold within its boundaries. 
Such an attitude is uneconomical 
for 2.5 % milk certainly has its uses. 
Nevertheless, we have this situation 
to face and we might as well look at it 
squarely and determine what bear- 
ing it has on the value of milk with 
reference to the fat test. The dealer 
buying milk must méet the require- 
ments of the municipality in which he 
is selling. The milk poor in fat when 
mixed with milk rich in fat must 
bring up the average to the required 
per cent. Hence, referring back to my 
illustration of beef stew, the producer 
selling high test milk might be com- 
pared to the meat packer, and those 
selling low test milk might be com- 
pared to the potato and rice dealers. 

Let me give you the gist of the reg- 
ulations applying to milk sold in New 
York City: 

No adulterated milk can be sold in 
New York City, and by adulteration is 
meant: 

1. Milk containing less than 11.5 
per cent milk solids. 

2. Milk containing less than 8.5 per 
cent solids not fat. 

3. Milk containing less than 3 per 
cent fat. 

4. Milk from which any part of the 
cream has been removed, 

5. Milk to which any foreign sub- 
stance whatever has been added.

Now that we have looked at this 
matter from the dealer’s standpoint 
and have seen the value of the fat in 
the milk from his point of view, let 
us turn to the value of the fat in the 
milk from the producers’ viewpoint. 
If I have a herd of good cattle—grades 
or otherwise—giving good rich milk 
and my neighbor has a herd of cattle 
giving milk testing 2 per cent or so, 
am I going to consider it a fair deal 
to me if I have to sell my milk for the 
same money as he sells his? My milk 
brings his up to the legal standard and 
if I am not entitled to pay for that, I 
want to know why. My investment in 
cows would probably amount to a 
little more than my neighbors and this 
investment should pay interest. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association 
has been giving cash prizes for rec- 
ords of butter fat production working 
with the end in view to increase the 
per cent of fat in the average Holstein. 
This year they have made a change, 
which is a mistake in my estimation, 
in voting one third of the prize money 
to milk production records. Holsteins 
produce plenty in milk, their average 
milk yield is high, almost twice as 
high as the Jersey according to sta- 
tistics compiled by the Government. 
The need isto increase ithe average 
fat content of the milk of the breed 
and at the same time keep the yield 
high. In government tests, Jerseys 
and Holsteins gave average per day: 


Jerseys 
491 cows tested 4.98 per cent. 27.3 lbs. 
Holsteins 
679 cows tested 3.28 per cent. 48.8 Ibs. 
Now we are coming down to. some 
facts which we can use as a basis for 
an argument as to whether or not 
Holsteins would be profitable as com- 
pared with other breeds, particularly 
with Jerseys, when the milk from 
these cows is bought on a butterfat 
basis. I have here a table showing 
the milk production of the various 
breeds together with the butterfat 
content and butter yield which de- 
pends, of course, on butterfat con- 
tent, 
From the Report of Wisconsin Ex- 
periment Station 1903.

We see that the Jersey according to 
this table which was the only table of 
the kind I could find, and which will 
serve our purpose admirably, we can 
see that the Jersey gives 27.3 pounds 
milk per day which milk tests 4.98 
per cent. Now let us suppose the price 
of milk is fixed by the dealer at $1.40 
per 100 pounds for milk testing 3.8 
per cent and that they will deduct 
3 cents per 100 pounds for each one-

The Jersey 
gives 4.98 per cent milk which is 12 
points over. The price of this milk 
will be $1.40 plus 36c or $1.76 per 
100 pounds. The cow gives 27.3 pounds 
per day so will have an income of 48 
cents per day. The Holstein on the 
other hand gives milk testing 3.28 per 
‘cent, but gives 48.8 pounds of it per 
day. This milk is 5 points under test 
\so that the price will be $1.40 less 15 
cents, or $1.25 per 100 pounds. 48.8 
pounds milk at this price will give an 
income of 61 cents per day or practi- 
cally 30 per cent more than the Jer- 
sey. Which cow is the more profit- 
able? I do not believe that it costs any 
30 per cent more to feed a Holstein 
than it does to keep a Jersey. 

I have understood from reading the 
papers recently that one great objec- 
tion to selling milk on the fat basis is 
the fact that all milk testing less than 
3.8 per cent will be rejected. From my 
experience of the matter in the buying 
of milk, this does not sound reason- 
able. Borden nor anybody else cannot 
‘afford to refuse 3 per cent milk. Such 
a proposition would be suicidal. What 
they do when they establish a price 
for milk is to go over the butter and 
cheese situation along with the con- 
ditions which influence the market 
locally and determine what they can 
afford to pay for milk of a certain test. 
They reduce this to a basis of 3.8 per 
cent milk or any other arbitrary ba- 
sis and issue their prices. It is per- 
fectly simple to figure out how much 
3.5 per cent milk will bring. It is 3 
per cent less in test and will bring 9 
cents less per 100. If the price is $1.30 
per hundred for 3.8 per cent, it is $1.21 
for 3.5 per cent. 

Now, as to the point whether or not 
there is a combination among the deal. 
ers whereby they regulate prices, I 
have no information whatever, I am 
fairly familiar with the workings of 
the big milk concerns and I have 


never heard of any such combina- 
tion. It is generally understood 
among the dairymen about’ the 


condensaries that Borden prices set 
the standard. However other con- 
cerns pay both more and less than 
Borden. 

I would like to say just one word 
more about buying onthe butter fat 
basis. The Merrell-Soule Company 
Ihave a plant at Arcade, New York, 
where they took in May, 3,875,191 Ibs. 
milk. Av. test, 3.49. Price $1.35-5. This 
is grade Holstein milk almost entirely. 

At Frewsburg, New York, we re- 
ceived, May. 1,325,268 Ibs. milk. Av. 
test 3.64. Price, $1.35-3.6. This is 
grade Holstein and Jersey milk. 

Our patrons at Frewsburg put in a 
great kick when we attempted to 
change to a fat basis a while ago on 
account of the expense of making tests 
of each patrons’ milk and hauling in 
piece cans. We did not change. Some 
of our patrons at Arcade are very anx- 
ious to have us pay on a butterfat ba- 
sis and we are going to do it as soon 
as we can arrange it. 

Now, gentlemen, I have come before 
you in a dual capacity. Merrell-Soule 
Company are large buyers of milk. 
We have 4 plants making milk powder 
and we are in competition with con- 
densaries. I am also interested in the 
building uv of the Holstein breed. This 
is just as interesting to me as the 
milk powder business. I feel that I 
can be fair to both sides. producers 
and dealers, and so far as buying milk 
or selling milk is concerned, I believe

the honest way is on the butterfat ba- 
sis. 

However, if there is a conspiracy on 
foot to coerce the milk market, it is 
high time every dairy association took 
up the matter and put a stop to it. 

There is one phase of the milk situ- 
ation as it stands today that deserves 
the serious consideration of all inter- 
ested in dairying. The patron of con- 
densaries is as much interested as the 
‘ccondensaries themselves. We may 
take it for granted that in the long run 
the price of milk like all other commo- 
idities. is regulated by supply and de- 
‘mand. When the supply is in excess of 
the demand we have cheap milk. Let 
us see how this effects us at the pres- 
ent time. One factor on the demand 
side that has made a very poor show- 
ing so far this year is the ice cream 
‘business. In 1914, one hundred and 
sixty-three millions of gallons of ice 
cream were made in the United States 
—this represents at 80c a _ gallon 
wholesale $109.000,000 of business. 
There is $75,000,000 invested in ice 
cream plants. With the cold weather 
we have been having in addition to the 
hard times, I am informed that the ice 
cream business is 20 per cent behind 
‘last year at this time instead of 20 
ner cent ahead as usual. In this one 
business alone this represents a tre- 
mendous falling off in demand for 
milk. Cheese has been abnormally 
high due to enormous war orders. Last 
week, there were received in New 
York 242,746 boxes of cheese of which 
236,000 boxes were exported to Eur- 
ove. The English army reauirements 
are estimated at 50,000 boxes per 
week and there has been a consider- 
able surplus of cheese piling up in the 
Fnglish trade. The result has been a 
sharp decline in price. it being quoted 
now at 15% cents: American buyers 
are holding off for a 13-cent price. 

The next largest milk demand has 
heen for butter manufacturing purvos- 
es. Butter has been steady—neither 
‘high nor very low. This year, this fac- 
tor may not be considered unusual in 
any .way. The condensarv nosition is 
however very veculiar. With the ad- 
vent of the Democratic Administra- 
tion. powdered and condensed milk 
were put on the free list. What did 
this mean to the dairy industry? With 
labor cheaner in Holland and other 
milk nroducing countries. which by the 
way have been no harder hit by the 
war than have we. with tin and sugar 
on the free list of those countries. and 
with ocean rates to New York equal 
in many cases to the freight rates 
from inland dairy sections of the 
Tinited States, is it any wonder that 
the United States condensaries have 
‘been losing from 5 cents to 50 cents 
per case on each case manufactured 
when they have to use sugar upon 
which duty is paid and tin cans, the 
tin of which has been taxed. The first 
man hit is the manufacturer in such 


eases. but when he finds that he is to 


losing money. and he finds it out 
auickly nowadays. he is either going 
to ston his plant or buy his raw mater- 
falg cheaner. So it ultimately falls to 
the lot of the producer and the ulti- 
mate producer is usually the farmer. 
whether it be cotton. sugar cane, or 
milk. to stand the racket which exno- 
nents of a free tariff are bound to in- 
flict upon some one.

relations with other countries, has, 
with its reduced tariff, unquestionably 
affected the milk situation to the great 
disadvantage of the producer. Farmers 
are known as tariff favorers, and 
rightly so, but many blundered at the 
last election. This is not a political 
speech, and I am not a politician. 

However, the point I have been ‘try- 
ing to bring out is that, with the supply 
being greater than the demand at 
present, the price of milk in localities 
devoted to condensaries, etc., is bound 
to be low and this low price is bound 
to affect the entire industry. 

I have tried to show: 

1. The Babcock Test is a big aid to 
dairying. To the dealer showing him 
where he is making or losing money. 
To the producer, showing which cows 
are profitable and which are not. 

2. That buying milk on the butter- 
fat basis is the fairest way to all con- 
‘cerned for (a) Butter is the most 
‘valuable constituent of milk; (b) Pro- 
ducers selling the largest quantity of 
the most valuable constituent are en- 
titled to the most pay. ; 

3. That the Holstein is the most 
profitable breed giving the largest 
amount of butter per cow due to enor- 
mous yields. 

4. That the price of milk is regulat- 
ed solely by the law of supply and de- 
mand, and that at present certain fac- 
tors have been at work making the 
demand unusually inactive.
